was forced into the lungs to tide over the 
times that Kipling was unable to breathe 
in sufficient air to sustain life. 
The 


oxygen method has been abandoned, a 
hopeful sign. 
The patient began to 


breathe more freely yesterday morning,, 
and after a few hours dropped into a re- 
freshing sleep, the first in days, but 
one thing essential to restore his fast 
waning strength. 
Later the tempera- 


ture dropped rapidly from'104 to 99, 
which is about normal, and which 1s 
the ordinary course of the disease. That 
the crisis was passed was plainly ap- 
parent in the magical change in the a*» 
' pect of the physicians, nurses, rela- 
tives and others about the hotel.

Premier Sagasta Steps Down After 


Eighteen Months' Ke:gn, 


Ratification of Treaty Proved 


a Stumbling Block. 


Not Btlieved, However, Thit Resignation Will 


Effect Final Result 


Madrid, March 2.—The cabinet crisis, 


caused by the resignation of Premier 
Sagasta and his cabinet, is expected to 
last for several days, as it will be neces- 
sary for the queen regent to consult wi 'i 
the presidents of the chambers and othej 
political leaders. In the meanwhile, th« 
chambers will adjourn until a new min- 
istry is formed. 


The resignation or aagasta, aner tar- 


ing acted as premier for a year and 
a half, was due to the narrow margin of 
two votes, by which he carried his meas- 
ure for the cession of the Philippine*? 
on Tuesday, but this does not mean the 
failure of the treaty, as the cortes has 
already authorized the government to 
cede territory to the United States under 
the clause of the protocol. 
Thus the 


treaty can be ratified by royal decree. 


The Liberal cabinet under Senor Sa- 


gasta was formed shortly after the as- 
sassination of Senor Oanovas del Cas- 
tillo, who was killed on Aug. 8,1897, by 
an Italian anarchist named Golli. Gen- 
eral Azcarraga, the then minister ol 
war, was first appointed president of the 
council, and for a time the cabinet re- 
mained unchanged. 
But on Sept.' 29 it 


resigned, and Senor Sagasta assumed 
office on Oct. 4, confronted by 
ilif 


troubles In Cuba and In the Philippine 
Islands. 


One of the first steps taken by Settlor 
| Sagasta was to recall General Weyler, 


I the then captain general of Cuba, who 
1 \vas succesded by General Blanco. But 


the situation did not improve, and Spain 
was courteously, but flrmly, warned that 
the United States could not much longer 
maintain neutrality in the face of the 
terrible situation of affairs in Cuba, and 
the damage which American interests 
were suffering therefrom. 


I 
Spain, however, refused to regard the 


situation from the American point ol 
view, and diplomatic relations with the 
United States were broken oft on April 
21 last Even then there were rumors of 
trouble in the Spanish cabinet, and after 
the victory of the United State* fleet un- 
der Commodore Dewey on May I, the 
situation became more and 
more 


strained. 
The minister of marine, Ad- 


miral Bermejo; the minister *>t war, 
General Correa, and espeeiary the min- 
ister for the colonies, were repeatedly 
attacked in parliament and out of it, 
and the cabinet's resignation was ten- 
dered May 16,1S98. 


The difficulty was to find men who 


were wiling to assume office under the 
conditions which then prevailed in 
Spain. An empty treasury, internal dis- 
orders and the loss of the Philippine isl- 
ands, Cuba and Porto Bico were not the 
only problems confronting the Spanish 
ministers, and it was not astonishing, 
under the circumstances, that a military 
dictatorship under, possibly, Marsnai de 
Campos, was discussed. 


Instead of a dictatorship or a new 


ministry, however, Senor Sagasta re- 
constructed his own cabinet. 
Four 


members of the old ministry retired. The 
reconstructed cabinet was announced 


As originally announced, the ministry 


contained the name of Senor Castillo as 
minieter of foreign affairs, but he de- 
clined the place, and a few days after- 
wards the Duke of Almodovar de Rio 
accepted it. 


On July 11 Sagasta again placed his 


resignation in the hands of the queen 
regent, but it was not accepted. 
In 


October, General Gamazo, minister of 
public instruction, left the cabinet and 
formed a new division of the Liberal 
party.

The private life of Rndyard Kipling 


hae alway* been screened from the pnb- 
lic gaze, bnt a few biographical odds 
and ends have at one time of another 
seen the light For example, we know 
something of what his duties were on 
The Civil and Military Gazette. He had 
to prepare for tbe press all the tele- 
grams of the day: he had to provide 
extracts and paragraphs; he made arti- 
cles out of official reports; he wrote 
brief editorial notes; he kept'an eye on 
sports and looked after local news gen- 
erally ; finally he read all proofs except 
those of editorials, and on top of all 
this work be composed innumerable 
verses and stories. In his remarkable 
story of "The Man Who Would Be 
King" he baa given ns a sketch of him- 
self sitting at big desk one Saturday 
night waiting to put the paper to press. 


"A king or courtier was dying at the 


other end of the world." he says, "and 
the paper was to be held until the last 
possible moment. It was a pitchy, 
black, hot night and raining—now 
and again a spot of almost boiling 
water wonld fall on the duet * * * 
Tbe tbing. whatever it waa. was keep- 
ing us back. It would not come off. 
* * * I drowsed off and wondered 
whether the telegram was a blessing 
and whether this dying man was aware 
of tbe inconvenience and delay he was 
causing. * * * The clock bands crept 
up to 3 o'clock, and the machines spun 
their flywheels two or three times to see 
that all was in order before I eaid tbe 
word that would set them off. I could 
have shrieked aloud. Then the roar and 
rattle of the wheels shivered the quiet 
into little bits. 


It was in this trying environment that 


Kipling nevertheless composed some of 
his best things. In a couple of pages oa 
"My First Book." which he contributed 
to McClure's four or five years ago, he 
told something about the way in which 
his verses were written, saying: 
, 


"Bad as they were. I burned twice as 


many as were published, and of the sur- 
vivors at least two-thirds were cut down 
at the last moment. Nothing can be 
•wholly beautiful that is not useful, and 
therefore my verses were made to ease 
off the perpetual strife between the 
manager extending his advertisements 
and my chief fighting for his reading 
matter. They were born to be sacrificed. 
Bukn-Din. the foreman of onr side, ap- 
proved of them immensely, for he was 
a Moslem of culture. He wonld say: 
'Your poetry very good, sir; jnst com- 
ing proper length today. You giving 
more soon. One-third column just prop- 
er. Always can take on third page.' 
JVlahmoud, who set them up. bad an un- 
pleasant way of referring to a new lyric 
as ek aur chiz—one more thing—which 
I never liked. The job side, too, were 
unsympathetic, because I treed to raid 
into their type for private proofs with 
old English and Gothic headlines. £v«n 
a Hindoo does not like to find the serifs 
of his t'e cut away to make Jong s's. 
And in this manner, week by week, my 
vertes came to be printed in tbe paper.' 


Of ourse these verses immediately at- 


tracted the attention of the English ex- 
iles in India, and scores of people soon 
began to demand the publication of the 
rhymes in book form. This was a little 
more than Kipling had bargained for 
when he dashed off bis lines as the exi- 
gencies of the paper or the inspiration of 
the moment suggested. Here again we 
may quote his own words; 


•'A real book was out of the question, 


but I knew that Kukn-Din and the office 
plant were at my disposal at a price if 
I did not use the office time: also I bad 
handled in the previous year a couple 
of small books, o'f which I was part 
owner, and had lost nothing. So there 
•was built a eort of book, a lean, oblong 
docket, wire stitdbed. to imitate a D. 
O. government envelope, printed on one 
side only, bound .in brown paper and 
secured with red tape. It was addressed 
to all heads of departments and all gov- 
ernment officials, and among a pile of 
papers would bave deceived a clerk of 
20 years service. Of theee 'books' we 
made some hundreds, and a* there was 
no necessity for advertising* my public 
being to my hand. I took reply post- 
cards, printed the news of ithe birth of 
tbe book on one side, the blank order 
form on the other, and posted them up 
and down the empire from Aden to 
Singapore and from Quetta to Colombo. 
There was no trade discount, no reckon- 
ing twelves as thirteens. no commission 
and no credit of. any kind whatever. 
The money came back in poor bnt hon- 
est rupees and waa transferred from the 
publisher, tbe left hand pocket, direct 
to the author, the right band pocket. 
Every copy sold in a few weeke. and 
the ratio of expense* to profit*, as I re- 
member it. has since prevented my in- 
juring my health by sympathizing with 
publishers who talk of their risk* and 
advertisements." 


Kipling'* old editor in India, E. Kay 


Robinson, baa written *ome delightful 
reminiscences of tbe famous author. 
When they first became acquainted, tke 
editor was disappointed in bis assistant, 
bnt they soon became fast friends. Mr. 
Robinson give* nome amu»in(c note* on 
tbe personality of his colleague. He 
•ay*; 
"There wai one peculiarity of Kip- 


ling's work which I really must men- 
tion—namely, the amount of ink he 
used to throw abont In the heat of 
•ntnuier white cotton troaaerr and a 
thin rent constituted hia office attire, 
anu by th* day'* end ha w«*'•potted ell 
over like a Dalmatian dog 
Ha .bad a 


habit of dipping hi* pan frequently and 
deep into the ink pot, and as all hi* 
movement* were abrupt almost Jerky. 
th* ink nMd to fly. Wbn be darted 
Into niy room, in be nMd to do about 
one thing or 'another 'ia connection 
with the cocWn* of the piper » town 
HUM to the morning. I bad to Ami to 
him to 'stand off,' other*!*, a* I knew 
by experience, the abrupt halt IM would

. gave him no time to write. Tbe efforts 
| of tbe native police band in the pnblic 


garden* at Lahore to discourse English 
music to a eparse gathering of native 
nurse* and infant* wonld awaken a* 
we passed somo rhythm with accom- 
panying words in hia wind, and he 
wonld be obviontly ill at ease because 
he could not get within reach of pen 
and ink. Whether Kipling would ever 
have been much of a musician I cannot 
say. but I know that all the poems he 
wrote during the years we worked to- 
gether—many of tbe 'Departmental 
Ditties,' for instance—were written 
not only to music, but as music. I 
have before me now one of Kipling's 
poems of the 'Departmental Ditty' or- 
der which was never published. One of 
India's 'li^le wars' was in progress, 
and 'our special, correspondent had tele- 
graphed that on account of onr newepa- 
per'8 comments on tbe composition of 
the general's staff he had been boycotted 
by tbe general's order*. 'Here.' said I, 
handing the telegram to Kipling, 'is a 
subject for a nice little set of verses.' 


"Kipling read the telegram, thought 


a moment, then said: 'I have it. How 
wonld this do—'Rum tiddy nm ti tum 
ti tum; tra la la ti tum ti turn?' or 
words to that effect hummed in notes 
that suggested a solo on the bugle. 
I was quite accustomed to having verses 
in their inceptions! stage submitted in 
this shape for editorial approval, so I 
saitl that the poem sounded excellent 
and returned to my work. In 20 min- 
ntea Kipling "came to me with the 
verses, which began: 


"General Sir Arthur Victorious Jones, 
Great » vermilion splftahed with gold." 
Dr. Theodore F. Wolfe, in his recent 


book called "Literary Haunts and 
Homes," describes Kipling's house at 
Brattleboro—the house known as Nau- 
lahka—and tells something of the au- 
thor's daily life. He says. 


"His -study — whence some of hi* 


books have been removed to England— 
is a pleasant apartment at the south 
end of the mansion, with that animat- 
ing landscape in view from its windows, 
and here, denying himself to allcomers, 
he wonted carefully and methodically 
for some hours of each morning record- 
ing his inventions and fancies in a char- 
acteristically clear and diminutive cbi- 


t rography—revising extensively and de- 


stroying BO much that a friend says 
'his waste basket sometimes contains 
more manuscript than bis desk after a 
morning's labor.' Here be produced 
much of the virile and impassioned 
master verse of 'The Seven Seas' that 
marked him as a major poet, many cf 
tbe incomparable stories of the 'Jungle 
Books' and tbe whole of that delight- 
fully vivid and vigorous tale of the 
Giuacester fisher folk, 'Captains Coura- 
geous. ' Although he had not yet reach- 
ed the 'doll 
word' period of his au- 


thorship, hi 
eighbors considered tbat 


'his was the *. vst profitable industry in 
the town.' 


"The later hours of tbe day were1 de- 


voted to exerciser—Including a daily ex- 
cursion to the postoffice—and to recrea- 
tions which show him to be thoroughly 
in love with life, notwithstanding the 
inexorable fatalism of some of bis tales. 
His aversion to horses disinclining him 
for driving, he at first walked much 
over the surrounding hills and through 
all the near countryside. Later he- pre- 
ferred bicycling, and was often met in 
the rural roads and lanes mounted upon 
hid* wheel, and not infrequently accom- 
panied by his wife. In these afternoon 
excursions his short, sturdy, broad 
shouldered figure was usually clad in a 
plain suit of gray; his round, swarthy 
face was shaded by a broad brimmed 
soft hat: his gray bine eyes always look- 
ed through glasses worn to correct as- 
tigmatism. He rode rapidly and well, 
and bad a ready salutation for every 
passing acquaintance. Occaisonally he 
found recreation in cultivating bis gar- 
den or in winter shoveling aside tbe 
newly fallen snow, in going abroad upon 
snowshoes, or gleefully coasting over 
tbe glittering crust upon his own hill- 
side. -Some time—not too much—be 
gave to social functions, in which be 
showed himself to be an unassuming 
and courteous guest and the most devot- 
ed and hospitable of hosts. Among oth- 
er visitors he entertained the gifted 
creator of 'Sherlock Holmes' and 'A 
Desert Drama,' Conan Doyle, who here 
had a most enjoyable experience of a 
New England Thanksgiving, although 
it was ennwieas and the anticipated 
sleigh ride had to be foregone. 


"Kipling's affectionate regard for his 


home upon this sunny mountain side i* 
expressed in the name he bestowed 
upon it. The Nanlahka. meaning tho 
very dear or precious—literally, 'cost- 
ing nine lahka.' It is the first and only 
habitation wbicb he ever erected for 
himself. Here he dwelt for some year* 
and wrought much of his marvelous 
work, here one of bis children was born, 
and. whether he is to return to abide 
beneath this t oof tree, as has been hoped, 
or whether his presence here is to re- 
main but a memory, the spot mnot ever 
be regarded with tender interest by rea- 
son of its association with a transcend- 
ent genius and a wondrous literary 
artist" —New York Tribune.

In a recent speech in Cincinnati Sen- 


ator Cnshman K. Davis, one of tho

It wa^> at first thought 
that it wculd be sufficient to take the 
island of Luzon, but the best military 
and naval authorities. Admiral Dewey, 
General Merritt and Commander Brad- 
bury, laid the aituatiou before us from 
a military, naval and strategic point 
of view, whi-h made it perfectly obvi- 
ous that we muht either take the entiie 
archipelago or abandon it entirely; tbat 
the relation of those islands to each 
other was such that the acquisition of 
one with a hostile power or a foreign 
power of whatever, character holding 
the others would only reproduce the 
conditions of Cuba as against the Unit- 
ed States and create a perpetual sore in 
the waters of tbe east. We were bound, 
in view of the astounding development 
which the Chinese sovereignty has been 
subject to, to have a sufficient naval 
station in those waters. Who in this 
audience would have expected that we 
would have left tho Philippines or any 
portion of those islands to the ineffable 
and iudeecribable atrocities of Spain'! 


"We cannot endure, in view of our 


past and coming interests in the orient, 
tbat the Philippines shall be dismem- 
bered by foreign powers, as they will be 
the minute the United States removes 
itself from that situation, and above all 
things, my fellow citizens, although 
they appear perhaps dimly before us 
now, 
yet I believe there ia a profound 


conviction in the minds of the Ameri- 
can people tbat, part of all this force 
which has pushed ns there and estab- 
lished us there is an impetus which tells 
for civilization, for a better Christian- 
ity, and that the United States as the 
great evangelist of the nations is bound 
to play a leading part in those waters 
and in those islands. 


"I would treat the Filipinos in this 


way. considering their present condi- 
tion and their inconsiderate actions, 
etimulated, I believe, fay inconsiderate 
advice from the United States, I wonld 
treat them with the hand of paternal 
affection wherever possible and by'the 
band of paternal chastisement wherever 
necessary. And when tbe time should 
come, by the handling and development 
of tbe people, as it has come by the 
handling and development of Great 
Britain in the Straits Settlements imme- 
diately opposite, that little by little, by 
degrees, they could be admitted to local 
autonomy, which I would grant to the 
fullest extent wherever possible in the 
due "process of time, whenever they 
should be fit for it. I would act toward 
them as Great Britain has acted toward 


! ite civilized colonies. Whenever they 
wanted to so they should go, and I 
would rejoice 'chat in the process of 
time an island republic could be estab- 
lished there in tbe Philippines against 
the island empire of Japan. But until 
that time shall come, the interest, the 
honor, the security of the American 
people demand that we shall hold the 
Philippine Island? not only under onr 
protection, but under our rule. 


'.'To me the acquisition of the Philip- 


pine archipelago is not a mere gratifica- 
tion of lust or pride of conquest. Let 
ns all endeavor to look a little beyond 
day after tomorrow as to these things 
and let u* mark certain great tenden- 
cies proceeding witb all the force and 
regularity and sometimes with tbe 


{ slowness of a great geological process 
' and see what is meant by tbat which is 
transpiring on the surface of human 
affairs within the last 50 years, and, 
fellow citizens, the tendency—shall I 
call it of humanity or shall I call it 
the forces—which move the human race 
toward the Chinese orient—tbe Pacific 
east. Everything has been subdivision- 
ed. France bas acquired Madagascar. 
The great centers of activity are upon 
the east coast of Asia. Russia is con- 
structing across Siberia that great 
transcontinental railroad which was 
foretold 200 years ago. By tbe treaty of 
1896 Russia bas obtained practical con- 


I trol of Chinese Manchuria, an area as 
1 large as Texas and containing 20,000,- 
000 people. She has obtained Port Ar- 
thur, always open, for a terminus of a 
railroad instead of Vladivostok, frozen 
four months in tbe year. France has ' 
seized Siam, Anain, Camboge and Co- 
chjn China. Germany has made a com- 
pensatory seizure."

The Frencl 
firm informed creditors that it had pji.c 
Hastings in full for all the advertising 
Mr Davis said that Hastings and Phillip;

TRAVEL WITHOUT MOVING. 


•OTO! Trips For Visitors to the f*H* 


KXBOSltiO*. 


It haa been said frequently by those 


who know them beat that to tbe trno 
Parisians Paris is the world, ana what 


ti» trip of the Varisian in particular is 
'equally so of tbe French in general 
They are deeply interested in journeys, 
expeditions and explorations, but when 
it comes to leaving their hearthstones 
the bare idea terrifies them. Sich being 
the case, one of the features of the ex- 
position should be a tremendous success. 
This is the Mareorama of the painter 
Hjigo d'Alesi. whose railway posters 
and whose school picture tablets have 
been adopted by the government. 


His plan will enable lovers of the 


boulevard to take a long voyage with- 
out leaving their eacy chaiis—that is, 
the journey from Marseilles on the 
Mediterranean to Naples, Venice and 
Constantinople. The illusion is cleverly 
managed. The passenger goes on board 
the hteamer, finds tho deck and cabin 
correct in all details and the crew of 
genuine sailors obeying the orders of a 
bonafide captain. Around tbe ship are 
the blue waves, behind it the port of 
Marseilles, before it the sea and the 
horizon. The order to depart is given, 
smoke pours from the funnel, the water 
is churned up by the propeller of the 
vessel, which is placed on a pivot, four 
hydraulic pumps giving the motions 
of rolling and pitching, and in a few 
moments a fresh breeze, scented with 
the smell of the sea. strikes the face. 
This is furnished by ventilator- filled 
with fresh seaweed. 


Comfortably seated on deck, the trav- 


eler enjoys the siglu as the vessel pro- 
gresses, passes the forts and meets ships 
and fishing boats. All the incidents of a 
sea trip are supplied. A fleet of war ves- 
sels is sighted, sunrise and sunset are 
admired, and the excitement of a storm 
at sea is safely tasted. The arrival at 
Venice takes place at night, while at 
Naples the port is entered at daylight. 
as is that of Constantinople. T"ie illu- 
sion is produced by the walls of the 
panorama moving on both sides of the 
vessel. These canvases, more than 15 
yards .high, slide smoothly by. moved 
by machinery, and the judicious use of 
lights and saline odors completes an ef- 
fect opposite to tba^frequently experi- 
enced when journeying by rail, when 
the traveler seems to stand still while 
the landscape moves by.

Hay State legislature, 


Boston, March 1.—There was a lively, 


hearing yesteiday bat'ore the legislative 
committee on public health when the 
remonstrants to the osteopathists' bill 
were heard. 
So much time'was taken 


up in deciding a knotty question as to 
whether each-side should cross-examine 
the other that little evidence was heard. 
Before tbo state bouse committee the 
state house consttuelion commissioners 
gave some interesting information re- 
garding the paintings and sculptured 
ornaments that are contemplated for the 
beautifying- of the state house. 


Other hearings of importance were 


those on the proposed Nantasket beach 
wservation, on the carrying of freight 
on street railways, and the withdrawal 
of the state dairy bureau from the juris- 
diction of the state board of agriculture. 


When the house came in there was a 


heated debate on the bill to provide for 
the registration of horseshoers. 


Among the bills advanced to a third 


reading in the senate was the bill foi 
licensing gas fitters and supervising gas 
fitting in Brookline, and the bill provid- 
ing for a viva voce vote in election ol 
city officials by city councils. After a 
long disi ssion the body refused to sub- 
stitute a bill for aji adverse report on the 
petition for the repeal of the law lim- 
iting the numbfr of liquor licenses. The 
house received a favorable report on 
the bill to increase the salary of the 
assistant engineer a,\ the state house 
to $1200, and accepted an adverse report 
on the bill increasing the number of 
days within which recounts may be 
asked ol' ballots at elections.

the Rev. Cyrus Escomb, a traveling 
evangelist of the Dunkard faith, recent- 
ly participatod iu three prizefights at 
Bellefourclie, S D.. of two, four and 
seven rounds respectively. In each he 
was victorious, and with every victory 
he saved, or thinks he saved, a soul. 


Tbe Rev. Escomb haa been holding 


revivals at the various cattle camps in 
this section for nearly a year.

The Nicaraguan canal project .and the 
development of American transporta- 
tion facilities by means of subsidies 
were subjects of his talk as well as

Market club has notably stood. The 
part of his talk which did the most to 
unveil obscured purposes and indicate 
the policies of the near future was:

i him the most cordial welcome, and say- 
ing: 


"Your arrival in the magnificent St. 


Paul, which recently did such signal ser- 
vice in your navy, gives unique interest 
to the occasion, and forcibly reminds 
us of the ever increasing facilities af- 
forded the commerce of the two coun- 
tries, and the cordiality and friendship 
whereby we recognize that your nation 
is akin to us in common ancestry, lan- 
guage and pursuits." 


In reply Mr. Choate said, in part: "The 


ports of New York and Southampton 
are now closely united by the great 
steamships flying between them, like 
the shuttles and weaves of a loom, con- 
necting them by imperishable bonds. 
This mutual commerce, interchange and 
travel will do more to strengthen the 
ties which already unite the two coun- 
tries than anything else can do.

, "Southampton has a special signifi- 
cance for Americans, as it was the point 
of departure of tf»e Mayflower on tfoa 
historic voyage which was to end in 
planting a new nation. It proved tp be 
the first great departure of the English 
race from their island home and island 
life. 
They went to take possession of 


the continent waiting to be subdued, and 
replenished. 
The God in whom they 


trusted prospered the good work. They 
carried with them the English bible, 
common law, the idea of representative 
government and liberty of the individ- 
ual. 
Springing irom this stock, a re- 


public ot" seventy. millions, allied in 
blood, institutions, interests and hopes 
of the future, stretches across the At- 
lantic the right hand of fellowship, and

Washington, Maivh 2.—To carry o\»t 


the pregident's promise relative to the 
protection of German residents and prop- 
erty In the Philippines, a cable dispatch 
has been sent to Admiral Dew«y and one 
to General Otis instructing them on that 
point. The published statement that the 
German proposition included th<"*jf^r: 
sion of the protection of the United 
States over German interests in the 
Samoan group, it is said at the state de- 
partment, is erroneous. The German 
ambassador's proposition touched only 
the Philippine*. The treaty of Berlin 
imposes upon the three treaty powers 
which undertook 
the government of 


Samoa the duty of maintaining one or 
more warships there at Intervals, and the 
protocols to the treaty show that no mat- 
ter what may be the nationality of the 
vessel that happens to be on the station, 
In the event of trouble she is to protect 
the interests of all three treaty powers 
without discrimination. 


The resignation of the Sagaafca cab- 


inet, state department officials say, does 
not necessarily, in their opinion, in- 
volve the failure of the peace treaty. 
They believe that the succeeding cab- 
inet will find the means to forward the 
treaty to the point of ratification, and 
that the opposition to the government 
wjli express itself as content with the 
manifestations of" disapproval mani-' 
fested in forcing the cabinet to resign. 
The reason for this belief is that the 
Spanish government has much more to 
lose by the failure of the treaty of Paris 
than has the United States. 


Leaving aside the desire of on r people 


to be regular and correct in all attitudes, 
it is a question whether our government 
would not actually profit by the lo«s of 
the treaty, provided this loss could be 
charged to the action of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, as would be the case if the 
cortes refused to ratify it The United 
State*, it can be stated on the highest 
authority, would refuse to surrender the 
Philippines, and on the whole would be 
relieved from the treaty obligations to 
pay the Spanish government $20,000,000 
on account of the cession of. the islands. 
Cuba would retain her present status, 
and all that Vi^ould be lacking would be 
a recognition by the Spanish govern- 
ment of the legality of that status. That 
lack would not be of serious moment, 
judging from the fact that the Spanish- 
American republics managed to get along 
without trouble for a quarter of a cen- 
tury after the revolutionists therein had 
driven the last of the Spanish troops out 
of the country without the formal ad- 
mission by Spain that they had achieved 
their independence. 


In case the treaty should fail, there 


also would be a continuation of the state 
of non»intercourse diplomatically that 
has existed since the outbreak of the war, 
as technically the two countries would be 
stiil at war. 


This state of affairs, though really em- 


barrassing in some respects, would not 
prevent trade between the United States 
and Spain. Trade, in fact, has been re- 
sumed already and, although the United 
States is under the necessity of paying 
larger duties upon imports into Spain 
than countries favored with the mini- 
mum tariffs, still the Spaniards are glad 
to buy our wheat and flour and cotton 
and other great staples and to pay them- 
selves the additional duties. 


However, ag already stated, the of- 


ficials here do not believe that the Span- 
iards will go to the extreme of defeating 
the treaty, and probably the worst that 
can happen will be a delay in the ex- 
change of ratifications. These should be 
exchanged on or before June 10, which 
date is six months from the date of e'g- 
nature of the treaty in Paris. Should 
the time limit expire through the in- 
ternal troubles in Spain without the ex- 
change having been made, it is still pos- 
sible for the United Ftates and Spain to 
arrange through the French government, 
which has been serving all along as an 
intermediary in their relations, for an 
exchange of a later date without d's- 
turbing- the articles of Che treaty at other 
points. 


Should the Spanish government under- 


take, however, to reopen the negotia- 
tions in the effort to secure another 
treaty more favorable in terms, and 
especially ag to the cession of the Philip- 
pines, than the pending treaty, it will be 
doomed to disappointment, for it is said 
here that if the existing terms are with- 
drawn those to follow will be even harder 
for Spain to bear.

SOME HIKTS ABOUT PASTRY COOK- 


ING. 


(B}~ Mm. Mary J. Lincoln.) 


If pastry is ever to be eaten, winter is 


the most suitable time, and perhaps a 
few general suggestions in regard to it 
will not be amiss, while the cold weather 
is still with us. 


There has been much indiscriminate 


condemnation of pastry, and while there 
are doubtless many people to whom it 
would be almost rank poison, there are 
others who can eat it without any per- 
ceptible harm, provided It is made BO 
that it is light, dry and well baked. 


Unsuitable proportions of flour and fat, 


unskillful handling, slack baking, over 
indulgence and unwholesome combina- 
tions, are some of the causes for much 
of this tirade against pastry, but when 
good judgment,painstaking and a certain 
knack accompany its preparation, and 
an occasional indulgence at a suitable 
time, with suitable eombmajions, is fol- 
lowed by active exercise, there will be 
no occasion for such wholesale abuse of 
what is really a delicious article of food. 


Pastry flour should be used, as- this 


is soft and oily in texture. As it has 
less gluten it does not swell so much 
as the new process, or bread flour (which 
often proves troublesome by crawling 
back when the dough is rolled out), and it 
makes a, more tender crust. 


Butter, or lard, or cream may be used 


for shortening. 


Butter alone makes a tougher but a 


better flavored and browner crust than 
lard alone. So if we wish to have a ten- 
der crust who. a smaller amount of short- 
ening, we use a mixture of lard and but- 
ter. The butter should be sweet and 
closed grained, with the buttermilk 
well worked out; and lard which has 
been tried out by melting, rather than 
by steam or pressure, has the best ehort- 
ening qualities. 


These and the water should be as cold 


as possible. Salt should be used, and in 
larger proportion with lard than with 
butter. 


The simplest and quickest method of 


mixing is to cut or chop the shortening 
into flour, or it may be rubbed in with 
the finger tips, if you have cool hands 
and the knack of doing it quickly with- 
out melting the fat. Make a dough just 
stiff enough to be all taken up in a ball 
with your mixing knife. Use but little 
extra flour in rolling out; work quickly, 
roll lightly and let patting and light 
pounding take the place of much rolling. 


Divide into portions large enough for 


j one crust, and roll with a quick, light, 


svi eeping stroke, till the size of the plate. 
Use granite, or tin plates, not greased but 
dusted with flour. 


For juicy fruit pies use deep dishes 


and no under crust. Call them puddings 
if you prefer. 


For squash, pumpkin or custard, line 


deep plates with crust, prick it, and bake 
it slightly before filling, If your oven 
troubles you about oaklns on the bot- 
tom. Pastry is better w hen fresh, aid 
for that reason make onl/ enough for 
one day, or possibly two, at a time.

This latter class should be 


toiled in a vessel uncovered. 


All vegetables that grow above the 


earth begin to deteriorate in value from 
the moment of gathering, but with care 
and especially at this season, they may 
be kept in quite good condition for sev-' 
eral days. 


Of celery use the inner, tender, well- 


blanched stalks, uncooked, the day it 
is brought from the market. If these 
be wilted at all they should be put into 
cold water to which a slice of lemon haa 
been added, and in a short time they will 
be found delightfully crisp and inviting, 
The tougher, fibrous stalks need not be 
discarded; cut them into inch lengths, 
boil until tender, then simmer a few 
moments in cream sauce. Even the. 
leaves and roots nicely trimmed and 
the rougher portions of the stalk? may 
serve to flavor a soup or a dish similar 
to the corned beef given in the menu. 
POACHED EGGS WITH CREAM TO- 


MATO SAUCE AND CHEESE. 


Toast five slices of bread cut in round*. 


Melt two tablespoons (level) of butter; 
add two tablespoons of flour and one- 
fourth a teaspoon of *alt, and cook until 
frothy; 
then add gradually three- 


fourths a cup of strained tomato-pulp, 
to which A few giainn of soda have been 
added and half a cup of rich milk or 
cream. Dip the edges of the rounds of 
toast in the sauce, then pour the remain- 
der over the toast, and place an egg, 
poached in salted, boiling water, upon 
each slice. Sprinkle each egg with a 
tablespoon of grated cheese (American 
factory), and set the dish in the oven to 
melt the cheese. Serve at once or 'the 
cheese will harden. 


CREAM OF RICE SOUP. 


Pick over and wash half a cup of rice; 


let stand half an hour or more in ona 
pint of cold water, then add one pint of 
hot, white stock, well seasoned, ani> 
boil until tender. Pass through a sieve, 
add another pint of stock, with salt and 
pepper to taste. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs; add one cup of rich milk or cream, 
dilute with a little of the hot liquid and 
stir into the soup. Do not allow the 
soup to boil again after the egg is added. 
Serve wUh croutons, 1. e., bits of bread, 
buttered^ and browned In tte nve«.

about the description of the automatic 
gun that I completely mastered it and 
Cot three "maxes" for my trouble. A lit- 
tle bit later another cadet and myself 
had the privilege of testing a Gatling 
gua on the target range. A row of sil- 
houettes was set up to represent men at 
a distance of 600 yards, and we were, 
permitted to grind out a couple of thou-' 
sand rounds at this target. It was the 
old style .45 caliber Gatling, and we 
could see the stream of bullets leaving 
the muzzle of the gun and trace It -as 
one would trace a stream of water from 
a hose until it struck the ground among 
the targets, knocking up a shower ot 
gravel and a cloud of dust. We then ex- 
amined our targets and in spite of the 
fact that this wag our first attempt 
found them literally riddled with, bullet 
holes. That settled the matter. I be- 
came a convert to machine guns on that 
day and have never wavered in my 
faith since. 


Joining at a frontier post in the In- 


dian Territory where duty was light and 
amusements were few, there was plenty 
of opportunity for reading and study. 
It was necessary to select an object of 
special study, with a view of becoming 
a specialist in some military line. Of 
course every officer desires to win pro- 
motion if possible. I therefore settled 
upon the study of law for one specialty 
and, as the chances for promotion in 
that direction seemed very remote, put 
in spare time in special study of my 
original subject of inclination, the ma- 
chine guns. Data upon this subject were 
rather hard to obtain. The discussions 
of the English Military Service insti- 
tute, "a few articles in our own military 
Journals and the authorized manuals 
for the various machine guns adopted in 
the United States service were the only 
available sources of information. This 
scarcity of data practically dfove me 
into original research on the subject, 


It was about this time that the great 


strike at Chicago In the'summer "of 1894 
caused an extensive mobilization of the 
tlnited States troops. Those stationed at 
Fort Sill, along with others, were order-

It-appears that in all the previous use 


of machine guns those who had charge 
of them have labored under the false 
impression that machine guns are an 
inferior sort of artillery. Accordingly 
the-use of this weapon has generally 
been intrusted to artillery officers, and, 
being regarded as an inferior weapon, 
it hae been difficult to obtain the best 
qualified officers to perform the work. 
There did not appear to have been in 
arty country a conception that this spe- 
cial weapon demanded special study, 
•pecial training, or that it would per- 
form a special function. This was par- 
ticularly true of the use made by the 
French of the machine gun in the only 
war of any magnitude wheie the weap- 
on was used. 


During the winter of 1894 /-ircum-

The description of the Maxim gun 


applies in general terms equally as well 
to the Colt automatic. Both of these 
guns .are mounted upon tripods, the 
whole equipment, gun and all, weighing 
about SO pounds. It was Maxim guns 
of this description that were used so 
successfully by Lord Kitchenti at Oni- 
durman. The guns were placed in a 
semicircle surrounding the British posi- 
tion, concealed as much as possible, 
and when the charge of the dervishes 
began the whole space of 1,600 yards in 
front was Iiterallyswept by an automat- 
ic hail of Maxim bullets, which was so 
effective that the dervish uead lay piled 
In great heaps and masses where they 
fell. After breaking the charge of the 
dervishes a countercharge was made 
by Kitchener's forces, and the machine 
guns were moved forward in the iront 
rank of this counter assault, continuing 
their deadly work at long as a live 
dervish remained upon the field. 


A great deal of time and study have 


been devoted to machine guns by the 
English service, with a resulting or- 
ganization as follows: Each battalion 
of the se.rvice is provided with two 
Maxim guns, served by a picked detail 
of selected men. Bach of these guns 
constitutes a tactical unit by itself and 
may operate alone or in conjunction 
with other machine guns or with other 
arms of the service. The whole force 
of machine guns of each brigade is 
combined for administrative purposes 
under the brigade commander. The 
machine guns, therefore, constitute 
practically an independent arm in the 
British service. 


ID the Chile-Peruvian war the ma-

It Is 
erhaps worthy of notice that the Nor- 
enfeldts had a great superiority of 
umbers and that this engagement does 
lot furnish a basis from which to con- 
lude that the Nordenfeldt as a weapon 
is superior to the Gatling.

John Daly, the newly elected mayor 


of Limerick, was once -a convict, and 
because of the sufferings he has en- 
dured in English prisons be has become 
endeared to the people of Ireland. While 
still in convict garb the people of his 
native city clung to him and showered 
on him honors that were blocked by 
Dublin castle and the house of com- 
mons. 


Daly is about 45 years of ago, but 13 


of them have been spent in prison. He 
joined the Fenian move in his early 
youth, took part in the "rising" oi 1867 
and afteiward traveled through Eng- 
land and Scotland enlisting converts 
1'or tne so called Irish cause. He be- 
lieved in rebelling against British au- 
thority, but the rjiiBgor! plots of the dy- 
namiteis were loathsome to him. 
In 


yublw, when speaking-, hu Is eloquent 
and fieiy, but in private life he is mild 
and feentle in manner and of a lovable 
disposition. 


When he was arrested in Birkenhead 


in 1884, the 
police found dynamite 


bombs in his possession. The arrest was 
denounced in Ii eland, and it was claim- 
ed that the bombs were "planted" by 
the police in order to get the agitator 
out of the way. James F. Eagan was 
arrested at Birmingham the same day, 
and the two were tried for treason. Da- 
ly was sentenced to life imprisonment, 
while Eagan got 20 years. 


Both were at Chatham prison for sev. 


en years and then were transferred to 
Portland. At the former prison it waa 
claimed that belladonna was given Daly 
with the intention ot poisoning him. 


The people of Limerick regarded him 


as a martyr and elected him to repre- 
sent them in parliament. The house of 
commons declared the seat vacant be- 
cause Daly could not serve. 


When he was released iu i896, with 


o her political prisoners, he was named 
for mayor, but his name was mysteri- 
ously taken off the burgess roll, and he 
could not qualify. He had been expelled 
from the fashionable rowing club of 
Limerick, but when he came out of 
prison the people bought him the hand- 
somest boat on the Shannon.

country on a lecturing tour, and on his 
return to his native city more honors 
were showered on him. These tulminat-

The hope of the jne.mbers ,Is 
that ultimately the Jewish race will 
again become a nation in the country 
from which they were driven out. 


They wish to raise money by means 


of which to obtain concessions from the 
Turkish government large enough to 
enable them eventually to establish an 
independent government there. 
For 


this purpose they are planning to start 
a colonial bank in London with a cap- 
italization of $30,000, to be raised by 
subscription. 


There are several hundred members 


of the organization in Chicago, and 
the movement, according to them, is 
spreading like wildfire throughout the 
country.

We've Had Too Much SUte Road, 


The sixth annual report of the Mas- 


sachusetts highway commission shows 
that there was at the disposal of the 
commission during 1898 $500,000. In all 
recent contracts a clause has been in- 
serted providing for ihe formal ac- 
ceptance of a road only after two 
months of actual use by the public. 


In making the distribution of state 


highways among the various counties 
the commission has apportioned 
I lie 


sum to be expended in road construc- 
tion in proportion to the number of 
miles of roadway already existing and 
maintained in those counties, not in- 
cluding city streets. 
This the com- 


mission holds to be ihe fairest method 
of apportionment. 
It 
appears that 


three of the western counties, H<unp- 
den, Hampshire and Berkshiie, have 
received more attention than they » ere 
entitled to under this system. Kanip- 
den's over-allowance is $14,595, Hamp- 
shire's $3044, and Berkshire's $13/0.
